KILLED IN II COLLISION

Caught Between Tender and Boiler 


of His Engine in a Rear End 
Collision and Instantly Killed- 


Cllnton S. linger, a fireman on 


W. M. H. K. was instantly killed in ft 
rear end collision at Porters on last 
Wednesday. 
A local freight was 


standing iu front of the station in 
charge of engineer Frank Bailey with 
Clinton E. linger as firemas. An ex- 
tra freight with double header draw- 
ing 14 battleships or extra large coal 
cars came around the curve and crash- 
ed into the rear end of the local freight. 
Engineers and firemen jumped for 
their'lives before the crash came, 
linger was called to do likewise but 
for some reason he failed to hear or 
understand. 


When the crash came the tender 


mounted the engine and pinned linger 
against the boiler causing instant 
death. 
The two engines of extra 


freight were wrecked as also the ca- 
boose and three cars of the local and 
the wreckage was so piled up that it 
was found imposible to extricate the 
body until the arrival of the wreck 
crew from Hagerstown. The collision 
occured at 8.15 m afternoon and body 
was not taken from wreck until 7.30 
and removed at once to Hanover.

THE GROWTH OF TROUT. 


A»;e, F<MJ<| and Temperature Seem to 


Have No IlenrinK on Size. 


The Salvelimis foutiiuilis, which i.s 


c-un\r:!ily hut iiuiccuratc'ly culled brook 
trout, was supposed for many years 
to ho a small lish. 
Agassiz was 


lurtrely instrumental in exploding this 
fallacy. It is not an uncommon thing 
for an angler with ordinary luck to 
got u fix or seven pound trout of this 
variety. It is known that a trout inay 
grow to weigh eleven or twelve pounds. 
There is. however, great difficulty in 
accounting far its variation in size. 


In northeastern 
Canada there arc- 


large streams and hikes in which only 
fiugc-rlings have ever been found. 
In 


the immediate vicinity of such waters 
three- anil four pound trout are quite 
co:nmon and seven and eight pounders 
are not phenomenal. Iu all these wa- 
ters Crustacea do not abound; there are 
no small fi#h of any kind except small 
trout. All the fish are pure fly feeders. 
At soiae places, it is true, frogs abound. 
but takc'ii as a whole the difference in 
fco:l supply is not an adequate ex- 
planation for the difference iu growth. 


There is no substantial difference in 


the waters as to temperature, size. 
origin and course. Climatic conditions 
are the same. The small trout taken 
to virzin lakes iu which there are no 
firh huvc sometimes grown to a great 
sire, have sometimes remained small
